Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Sklavin der Lust 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains photographs of people in poses of bondage and discipline styled 
activities. The main image is on the front cover. This involves a woman kneeling before another 
woman holding her leg and licking the thigh length boot that the standing woman is wearing. 
Objects associated with bondage and discipline can also be seen in the image. For instance, the 
standing woman wears chains a black leather corset and holds a riding crop in her hand. In the 
background of the image implements such as straps, paddles and various metal and leather 
restraints can be seen on a wall. The image degrades and demeans the kneeling woman. This is 
because the woman is presented as inferior to the other woman by virtue of her body positioning, 
and the inferences of punishment in the image. There are also dehumanising elements to the 
image as the woman is accorded the same worth as a dog, again, because of her inferior body 
positioning. This image is given a high degree of focus on the slick as it appears on both the front 
cover and spine of the slick. 

The women depicted on the back cover of the slick are also dehumanised as the photographs 
focus upon the buttocks and spread legs of the women involved reducing them to these body 
parts. Again there are inferences of punishment in the images with the depiction of paraphernalia 
associated with bondage and discipline. The video slick is intended as promotional material and 
contains nudity. Because of this context and the depictions of degrading and demeaning activities 
and degrading and dehumanising treatment of persons, the availability of the video slick is likely to 
be injurious to the public good. In accordance with 28(3)(a) therefore, the video slick is not 
approved.
